REMARKS.—Steadiness has been the chief characteristic feature 
of our markets this week, and the amount of business doing has 
been fairly good. Metals generally are firm, but in a few instances 
sellers are not indisposed to make slight concessions rather than per- 
mit business to pass them, although they appear to be of opinion 
that prices will rule higher hereafter; but upon what feature 
operators anticipate so promising a prospect is at the moment somewhat difficult 
to foresee. It may be the continuance of cheap money and the easy facilities of 
finance, or perhaps from the hope that political affairs will assume a more settled 
appearande, while the favourable reports of the state of the trade in some of the 
colonial markets more or less contribute towards the improved feeling ; but in 
addition to this there does not appear much to be said in favour of our markets, 
and while production keeps ahead of requirements advanced prices are not likely 
to be maintained very long. It is not very difficult to discern whether the de- 
mand is speculative or bona fide, for in the former case prices move rapidly, as in 
tin, but in the latter they continue steady, and almost stationary. There can 
be no doubt but that heavy supplies tend to stimulate regular trade,in so far 
that they keep prices down, whereby consumers and shippers are able to enlarge 
their purehases, but the increase which is thereby made in both the imports and 
exports often tends to cause the too common idea that prices must necessarily 
advance upon these unmistakable signs of trade developing. It requires, how- 
ever, but little comment to show the falacy of this opinion, unless the increase 
in the imports and supplies generally be exceeded by the exports and con- 
sumption, otherwise the stocks continue to be augmented, and the extra de- 
mand gives no particular relief to the markets. It is plain, therefore, if pro- 
ducers wish to reap the benefit of enhanced prices there must be some diminution 
in the supplies, and until such a time as a great portion of the existing stocks 
are worked off the production should be very much reduced, and then regulated 
only in accordance with the demand for consumption and shipment. 

CopPrER.—This market, having closed quiet last Friday, opened 
with a much firmer tone on Saturday morning, and buying becoming 
spirited, probably in anticipation of light charters being announced 
from Chili for the first half of this month, up to 61/. 5s. cash was 
for Chili bars, at which the market closed firm. On Monday morn- 
ing the charters were telegraphed as 1900 tons, and the price from 
Valparaiso was quoted 15s. higher, or 60/. 5s. cost and freight to Liverpool. The 
charters consisted of 500 tons of bars and ingots, 150 tons fine in furnace stuff for 
the United Kingdom, and 1250 tons bars for the Continent. This charter being 
in excess of expectation, although rather under the average, caused the demand 
to assume a quieter aspect, and prices fell from 611. 5s. to 61/., remaining steady 
throughout tuesday at the lower figure. On Wednesday and yesterday the 
market remained dull at 60/. 15s. to 61/., and closes to-day at 61/. According to 
the bi-monthly returns, the imports for the first fortnight of this month com- 
pare unfavourably with those for the corresponding period of 1879, being 1800 
tons against 2000 tons; but the deliveries show a good increase, being 1332 tons 
against 607 tons. By these figures it will be seen that the comparisons are made 
with a time when both the imports and deliveries were exceptionally limited. 
The stock in first and second hands in Liverpool and Swansea has slightly 
increased, amounting to about 33,015 tons, against 32,547 tons on the 30th ult. 
According to the Board of Trade Returns the totalimports for the first ten 
months of this year have been 77,986 tons, against 81,000 tons for the same time 
in 1879 ; whereas the exports for the same periods ave been 53,173 tons, against 
57,173 tons. The demand for manufactured for India is barely so good as a week 
or two batk; nevertheless, since manufacturers are still well occupied with old 
orders, they are for the most part somewhat reluctant to make concessions, and 
quotations remain as last quoted for both copper and yellow metal sheets. 

InoN.—There is no very great change in the position of this 
market, nevertheless sellers remain firm in their quotations, and for 
the raw material slightly better prices have been realised. It does 
not, however, appear that the disposition to exact stiffer rates arises 
altogether from an increased legitimate demand, but rather from 
the presence of more inquiry for speculation, in the hope that trade 
will further develope, and that some reduction may be made upon the heavy 
stocks. This opinion may, perhaps, have been partly occasioned by the recent 
advices from America, which show a more healthy tone to prevail over the trade 
in that country, and it is hoped that the time is now not far distant when Ame- 
rica may again come forward and give our markets her much appreciated and 
need;ul support by renewed and augmentedfbuying. In the event, however, of 
the demand not attaining such dimensions as is anticipated of it, the superabun- 
dant stocks, both in Glasgow and Middlesborough, will probably form cause for 
anxiety, and notwithstanding that the foregoing reasons may perhaps be suffi- 
cient to implant some confidence amongst holders and the trade generally, yet 
it is not enough inducement to stimulate buying to any material extent, and it 
would be well for producers to encourage the American demand in every possible 
way, for the wants of that market are so enormous that heavy as the stocks are 
here they would soon be reduced if but a fair proportion of the American re- 
quirements could be secured by the English makers. Often in these columns 
have we endeavoured to point out the only apparent method by which this 
great resuit may be brought about; and notwithstanding the existence of a 
better feeling, yet there does not appear anything to cause us to swerve from the 
epinion already expressed that it is necessary to reduce prices in order to stimu- 
late the American demand. 

Producers here must supply with greater economy than the American pro- 
ducers if they wish to receive orders from that country; and, as delay only pro- 
longs the quietude in bona fide trade, it would be well for sellers to ascertain at 
once what reduction is necessary to increase business. The demand from other 
markets is not likely to improve to such an extent as to warrant the maintenance 
of current rates; and, as the stock is unprecedentedly large, and makers seem 
to have little or no intention of curtailing their supplies, the maintenance of 
prices seems altogether out of the question unless speculation continues, which 
would, probably, uphold prices for awhile. This week the Glasgow warrant 
market has been steady, and holders have rather stiffened in their prices, The 
opening price for warrants, on Monday, was 52s. 5d., and advanced to 52s, 8d. 
but closed slightly easier, and on Tuesday business was done between 53s. anc 
528.94. On Wednesday the market was steady, at 52s. 744d. to 52s. 1d., and yes- 
terday transactions were carried through from 52s. to 52s. 6d., while to-day the 
market has been quiet, but steady, and closes at 52s. 3d. to 52s. 4d. cash. The 
shipments last week were fairly good, but do not compare well with those for 
the corresponding period of 1879, being 10,550 tons, against 13,149 tons, and the 
total shipments from Christmas to date this year have been 692,158 tons, against 





$12,315 tons for the same time in 1879, and 361,126 tons in 1878. The number of 
furnaces in blast remain at 119, and the stock was further increased on the 13th 
inst. to 477,918 tons. The imports of Middlesborovgh pig-iron into Grange- 
mouth, last week, were 6795 tons, against 2525 tons for the same week last year, 
whieh makes a total increase this year upon 1879 of 196 tons.

We can but 
regard this as a cheering fact. The ghost of Belgian competition 
which has haunted so many minds ought now to finally take its de- 
parture, as it is now clearly shown that when English firms put forth 
all their strength and all their skill they can hold their own against 
even the most redoubtable of their European competitors. 

Bolckow, Vaughan, and Co. (Limited) have attained the very fore- 
most place in the world of industry through a persevering utilisation 
of every resource at their disposal. It may even be said that they 
have created new resources; hence the proud position which they 
nowenjoy. Their success has no donbt been very great and striking, 
bat after all it is the leg ate reward of bold enterprise, sustained 
perseverance, and unwearied industry. Other English firms ought 
not to envy the success of Bolckow, Vaughan, and Co. (Limited), but 
ought rather to endeavour to imitate their tactics,and emulate their 
indefatigable industry and their vigorous courage.

MINERS’ LIABILITY FOR NEGLIGENCE, &c. 

The miners and their leaders throughout the country are highly 
satisfied indeed with the Employers’ Liability Bill which is so favour- 
able to them ; but in connection with it there are some things which 
they have evidently not considered, and which it is well that their 
attention should be drawn to. When the bill comes into operation 
greater vigilance will be necessary on the part of managers and all 
underground officials to see that the rules are most stringently carried 
out, and in the case of any breach on the part of a workman to have 
the same reported to the owner or owners, so that the aid of the law 
can be brought to bear against the offender. It has been the custom 
at most mines to condone offences that did not turn out serious, or 
to inflict a small fine; but this is not likely to be the case in future, 


for those who have invoked the law will have to suffer by it for any | 


laches they may be guilty of. The Liability Bill will, therefore, be 
good in one respect, for it will lead to greater care being taken in 
the working of mines and stricter discipline, and it is not too much 
to expect that accidents of a serious character will be less numerous 
than they have been. The men may consider that it is not necessary 
to be more careful than they have been, or indeed to be less so, seeing 
that their employers in case of any accident, however slight, in all 
probability would have to maintainthem. Of course, trifling injuries 
will be magnified for the purpose of obtaining compensation and ces- 
sation from work, which is an important matter with many miners, 
especially the young and thoughtless, so that the aid of the medical 
man will be more than ever required so as to prevent imposition, 
But there is another point which is worthy of notice, and which we 
feel sure has not been thought of by the ordinary miners, or those 
who lead them—that is, the probable course magistrates will take

That the energetic development of the auriferous deposits of 
Southern India will be of equal benefit to the natives of the country 
and to the British capitalists engaged in that development appears
